The Words are an Exhortation of Moſes, the 
Supream Magiſtrate of the T/raelites, to his Loy- 
al SubjeQs, That they ſhould depart from the 
Ten's of thoſe wicked Conſpirators, Korah, Da- 
than, and Abiram, with their Aſſociates, leſt they. 
ſhould be conſumed in their Sins: | 

'Whar I have to ſay upon the Words ſhall be. 
laid out in this following method. | 

t. I ſhall give you an Hiſtorical Narration of 
this Conſpiracy, as the Scripture doth afford 
Light thereto, with the Puniſhment of thoſe _ 
wicked Men, as the Holy Ghoſt calls them in- 
my Text: which Particular being ſpoken to, I 
fhall for my ſecond Parr, 

2. Draw this natural Propofition , That all 
Rebcllion, of what kind ſoever, is. not only un- 
lawful, but deftruive likewiſe to Traytors, and 
that both in this Life and that which is to come. 
| 3+ Iſhallreflet upon the ſiniſter PraRices and 
Opinions of the Jeſuits and Presbyterians, relating 
to the Matter inhand, Iname the latter, becauſe 
of their ſo known Oppoſition to Prelacy, that 
they ſeem to draw their Extraction from this fa- 
mous Triumvirate, Kyrah, Dathan, and Abiram, in 
this Chapter. 

My laſt part ſhall be by way of Application. 

Firſt then, that you may the better underſtand

from. their cruel Qppreſſors, whom they had.with 
Joy ſeen drowned in the Sea, but yet theſe men 
forgat God atthe Sea, even at the Red Sea, Aﬀeer 


this we find them often murmuring | againſt God, * 


and as often puniſhed, though in the. midſt of 
Judgment God remembred Mercy ; nay, they ſo 
provoked the Almighty at one time, that. had it 
not been for the Prayer of this Meſes,, againſt 
whom they conſpire in this Chapter, :I ſay had. 
not this Moſes then intercceded for them, as un-: 
grateful as they now appear, the Lord hadutter- 
ly rooted them out from the Face of the. Earth. 


Theſe men had often rebelled againſt the:/Lord, 


bur they law it was to their own. Ruine:;' now 
they will try whether they may not more ſafel 
fly out againſt their Prince and High-Prieſt whom 


the Lord had fer over them: here they think 
themſelves ſafe, and. that Gad.was net concerned. - 


in the Perſon of Hoſes their Supream Magiſtrates;

Bur ſurely, my beloved, .one would rather 
expect thele men to have been. ſtrengthning one 
another againſt-the many Enemies, with whom 
they were to fight ; one would have imagined to 
have heard thele mien offering up their Praiſes to 
God for the great Mercies paſt, and imploring 
-the Continuance of his Favours upon his Servants 
Moſes and Aaren; who, as they had been God's 
great Inftruments in freeing this People from an 
horrid Slavery, ſo they might likewiſe ſettle 
them in the'Promiſed Land; but inſtead thereof, 
we rezd in this Chapter of nothing in ſome men 
- but Murmurings, but Repinings, but Rebellion: 
the chief Heads whereof are Korah, Dathan, and 
Abiram, who had ſupplanted from their Loyalty 
no leſs than two hundred and fifty Princes of the 
Afſembly,men of Renown, upon whom,notwith- 
 Randing, the Holy Ghoſt in my Text faſtens no 
other Character than that of Wicked, who are 
here threatned to be conſumed. Dathan and Abji- 
ram were deſcended from the Line of Reuben, the 
eldeſt Son of Patriarch Jacob, and therefore reck- * -Þ 
oned themſelves more fitting to receive the Su- 
pream Authority than Moſes, who deſcended 
from a younger Houſe; and Korah —_— 
himſelf as-much ſighted and contemned, in ſee- 
ing Blizaphan the Son'of Uzxiel to have been made 
the Prince of the Kobathites (the principal oy

of he Levites next to Gerſon) when he himlelf 
deſcended of the:elder Brother.. You may fan- 
oy them therefore in their Cabals and Aſſociati- 
on, for in Terſ. 2. we aretold, they had no leſs 
than 250 Princes of the Aſſembly, and.men too 
famous. in the. Congregation, men of renown 
that joyned with them; I ſay, you may fancy 
' thoſe men got together in their Tents, and (ab 
Addreſſing himſelfto themin this manner ; 1 in- 
 timate Korah, rather than any of the others, be- 
cauſe the Conſpiracy in Scripture is called-the 
Gain-ſaying of Korah.. Suppoſe therefore Korab 
ſpeakingto his Aſſociates afrer this manner ; *Tis 
rrue indeed, Moſes and. Jaron have delivered us from 
the Hands of the Zgyptians; but we had better. 
have continued there than baſely to ſubmit our- 
{clves-to be Vaſſals ro our Fathers Children :.: We. 
doino-longer indeed -make Brick of Clay, bur. 
then we were not in Subje&ion to- our fellow- 
Servants: Moſes promiſed that he would bring us 
into a Land flowing with Milk and Honey, and 
behold he kills us in.a Wilderneſs : .If we nwſt 
have Princes, -you my Lords, Dathan and Abiram,. 
are more fitting to rule over. us, as:being of an 
elder 'Houſe:than he; andiif there be a Neceſlity 
of having. one-Prieft above.another!in-place, and 
power, without Oſtentation, ' the Mitre might ſit

i. Itis unlawful; (butl ſhall only ſpeak two 
| or three Words of this, as ſuppoſing it a Subject 
that hath been often handled, eſpecially ar this 
time, by more learned men) I ſhall only ſay this, 
That to oppole our lawful Magiſtrates is againſt 
the Senſe and Practice of Chrift's Church in all 
Ages, even under the ſevereft Perſecutions, I ſay 
in-all Ages, even under the ſevereſt Perſecutions 
of Heathen. Emperours, nay, under Julian the 
Apoſtate ; for never, never were the Primitive Fa- 
thers brought in, and wrack'd to patroniſe Rebel- 
lion till theſe laſt Years, calculated without doubr 
for the Meridian of this Conſpiracy ; though how 
much the Fathers were wronged, the Confutati- 
on of what hath been alledged hath ſufficiently 
declared : But then, 0 7 

2. Rebellion is not enly unlawful, but deſtru- 
dive likewiſe to'Traytors, in both Worlds. 
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Give me leave to dwell. ſomewhat long; upon- 
this Particular; I ſay then, Treaſcn is pernicious. 
and deſtructive to T rayrors. 2 

Good Chriſtians, If we ſhall reflet upon the. - 
judicial Proceedings of God Almighty. in this 
kind, you will fad him 1o jealous of his own, as 
. not to ſuffer in his Deputy's Honour, and there- 
fore by.a ſecret and irreſiſtible Power he hath ſtill 
countermanded the deepeſt projects of T raytors, 
he hath ſplir their Councils, and-ſtruck their moſt 
- refined Policies with Fruſtration and a Curſe. 
Hiſtories, both ſacred and profane, are. full of 
Inſtances of this nature. You have heard how 
Rorah, Dathan, and Abiram, amongſt. the Jews, 
ſuffered both.in themſelves and Accomplices,. for 
their Mutiny againſt Hoſes. But becauſe people 
are more won by Examples-than any other way 
of Diſcourſe, ſhall mention ſeveral out of the 

' Sacred Bible and our Engliſh Annals. 

1. Out of the Bible. Let Abſolom ſteal the Hearts 
of Iſrael from David, both his King and Father ; 
let ten of the twelve Tribes of 1/rael acknow- 
ledge and proclaim him King in Hebron, let him 
be back'd with all the Policy of Achitophel, ler the 
diſtreſſed David fly from his Royal Sear, and let 
his ungrateful and rebellious Son poſleſs Jeruſa-

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in the ſight of all Iſrael, ſo that all the Conſpira- 
tors may know, that he never expedted to be re-

wicked men thus roſe up againſt him, A ve- 
ry formidable Conſpiracy, this, you will ſay, 
but behold the Iflue of it! the Council of A- 
chitophel is turned into folly, infomuch that he 
is- forced to lay violent hands upon himſelf, and 
though the too indulgent. Father gives com- - 
mand to the Army to ſpare this his- unnatural 
Son ; yet rather than 4bſolom ſhall proſper in his 
Treaſon, highwn beloved Hair ſhall ſerve for an 
Halter to execute him ; you may read the whole 
Conſpiracy at your leaſure in Sam.

But what ſhould I ranſack Foreign Hiſtories for 
Examples of this kind 2 Our Engliſh Annals do 
afford us enough, ſince the Norman Conqueſt. 
Let John ulurp the Throne due to Arthur, his 
elder Brothet's Son, he taught buyggjs Subjedtsto 
Rebel againſt him ; After he had numbred as ma- 
ny Troubles as dayes of his Reign ; After he had 
proftituted the Imperial Throne to the Luſt and 
Power of the Pope; After moſt of his Subjeas 
had ſworn Allegiance to a -Fogeign Prince, he is

milies in the Perſons 'of Elizabeth and Henry the 
Seventh ; which Conteſt had coſt more Blood 
than twice conquered France ; which one would 
think ſhould make all true Engliſh men pray for 
the ſucceſfion of the Crown, in a true lineal Neſs 
cent.: From thelie let us come ſome what nearer , 
and behold Edward the fixth upon his. death-Bed; 
that Edward who was made God's happy In- 
ſtrument in reſcuing us from the Superſtition and. | 
Idolatry of the Roman Church : Northumber- 
land, a feign'd Proteſtant ( for at his Execution - 
he declared himſelf a Papiſt ) wotks'and impo- -: 
ſeth upon the dying Prince to declare the Lady 
Jane Gray. his fucceſlor : .The ſecurity of the Pro- 
ceſtant Religion was then, as now pretended, to- 
which they knew Mary was averſe.

as one man, riſe up in Armes.to defend the Suc- 


ceſſion:: They knew how many thouſand lives 


the diſpute about:the Crown had coſt but alittle 
before; Neither could they find any motive then, 


no more than we can now -in the Church of 


England, that gave F -2/ Encouragement againſt 
the lawful Heir. Pe&ſ{ecution they might dread, 
but they would commit that cauſe to God, and 


they had rather undergo the flames of Martyrdom 
than be ſtigmarized with the Br#nd of Rebellion. 


Upon this the Conſpirators were defeated, (and 


that without a Battel, )raken and executed, I 
might tell you of Wyat's Conſpiracy in the ſame 
Queen's time: and of many others in her moſt 
glorious Siſter's Reign : To theſe I might add the 


| _ Conſpiracy ofthe Papiſts in King James's time, and 


every where you will find God's miraculous deli- 
| Vverance 
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verance of Kings, and the wicked Traytors ſill 

conſumed in their Sins. But further, Treaſon is 
dangerous to the Actors thereof in the World to 
come, I am ſure St. Paul rells us ſo Rom. 13. ver, 2. 


They that reſiſt ſhall reccive to themſelves Damnation: - 


A very ſmall encouragement, God knows, for 
Traytors and Conſpirators to riſe up againſt their 
lawful Governours. For though we ſhould grant, 
(w*b ſeldom happens) that many Traitors-mighe 
ſo far proſper here as to ſecure themſelves from 
the hands of Juſtice, yet there is a King of Kings 
from whom no power can ſhelter Conſpirators , 
And this Damnation in the Cloſe of all will prove 
a {ad prize of the moſt fortunate Treaſon what- 
{oever. | | 

And ſoI come to my third particular, viz; 

To refle& upon the ſiniſter pra&tices, as. well 
2s abſurd Opinions, of the Roman, and Geneva 
Chair, or of the Jeſuits and Presbiterians relating 
to this Subject. | 
And, good Chriſtians, I think I cannot be 
blamed for naming both theſe together, ſeeing 
that both of them werefetled in the World in the 
ſame unhappy year. viz.1541. The one by Ignatius 
Loyola at Kome-; The other by Mr. Calyin at Gene- 
va: and all their practice ever fince hath been, 
like Simeon and Lev,lvvorn Brethren in Iniquity,to 
plorand conſpire the death and ruine of Princes. 
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| The Jeſuit ( ever-ſince that Sociery plagued the- 
” World) hath out numbred its-years with Plors and: 
Conſpiracies : I might give you ſeveral Inftances. 
concerning theirDiſobedjence toPrinces,from their- 
moſt approved and ſignal Anthors. I ſhall name 
two of them, joyning to- them: the Pope himſelf, 
with his full Confiſtory. Mariana the. Jeſuit in - 
ſeveral Places, doth not only allovy of, but urgeth 
the- Necefltty of Killing and murdering Princes 
vvho are Enemies to the Catholick Religion, as. 
they are pleaſed to phraſe ir: Anno 1594, John. 
(#ſtel, a Scholar of the Jeſuits, vvith a knife vvound- 
ed Henry the fourth of France, and ſtruck out one | 
of his teeth, intending to have murdered him, up-_ 
on vvhich Caſtel vvas condemned to ſuſter , Fran- - 
20is Perone undertakes 'the Vindication of the. Vil- 
lain, and is eloquent upon it, declaring that it - 
vvas a generous, heroick and verruous Act,: and . 
comparable to the moſt renovvned . and great 
Deeds of the Ancients, either in ſacred or pro-- 
fanc Hiſtory ; and concludes that he dyed a Mar-_ 
tyr : But what ſhould | trouble you vvith ſuch 
mean Authors as Defenders of the Murderers of 
Princes.? ſince Pope Sixtus himſelf, in a full Con- 
fitory.of Cardinals, ſpake a long Oration 1n Com-. 
mendation-of the Murther of Henry third of Fraice. 
And let them not cheat us vvith the idle diftin&ti- 


on of a Prince's being killed by aprivate or Re |

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| hath been no Rebellion, ſays my Author, which 
may not fairly be ſuppoſed to receive encourage- 
ment from it. Conſult Mr. Knox, and he-will 
tell you, 'tis not Birth or propinquity of Blood 
that makes a King-Lawful : - And what miſchief 
Buchanan's Book De jure Regni apud Scotos, hath 
done, will appear, whea the traiterous pretended 
High Court of Juſtice againſt King Charles the 
Firtt, drew moſt of their Pleas out of it. Parays's 
Comment upon the Romans tor encouraging theſe 
Do&rines of reſiſting the lawtul Magiſtrate, in . 
King James's his time, was publickly and folemn- 
ly burnt at Oxon; and I cannot but bleſs God for 
the ſame Univerſities Prudence at this time for 
condemning ſeveral Seditious and - Fatious 
Books, and prohibiting her Members the reading 
of ſuch Books.

rael, vwyhen God, pitying our Calamities, .reſtored : 
our Moſes, and in him our Religion, and our Li- 
berty; ard there was this difference between theirs - 
and our Moſes ; that ours did not paſs through. . 
a Sea of blood to his Kingdoms, but came to the. | 
| | Hare... 
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Harbour of reſt by peaceable Meaſures, His Re- 
ſtauration was as miraculqgus as his former.Delive- 
rances, and he that narwcedions his home by 
a whirlwind of Rebellion, came back in the 
fill voice of Peace and Mercy: an happy Pre- 
ſage how he would Govern. . And theſe 23 or.24. 
years ſince his Return, might ſufficiently aſſure us 
of his meck Temper, by whom his very Enemies (as 
the worſt of them once cruly ſaid )muſt acknowledge 
they fall gently : How have all his SubjeRs late un- 
der-their own Vines, enjoyed peace and quiet- 
neſs, whilſt all Chriſtendom -beſtdes hath been 
harraſsd with all the-plagues of War ?
